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Introduction 


Purpose of This Guide 


The purpose of this guide is to help you install and use certain 
MS-DOS application programs on the AT&T Personal Computer 
6300 PLUS. 


With the PC 6300 PLUS, you can run MS-DOS application 
programs through: 


@ Standard MS-DOS, and 
@ Simul-Task Operating System (OS) Merge. 


To run an MS-DOS application program through standard 
MS-DOS, you must load (boot) the MS-DOS Operating System on 
your PC 6300 PLUS. You can load MS-DOS from the MS-DOS 
System diskette by inserting the diskette into the diskette drive 
and turning on the computer. Or, you can load MS-DOS from the 
hard disk drive by making the DOS-Only partition (if present) of 
the hard disk drive active and resetting the computer (see 
Appendix F, “Switching Operating Systems (Active Partitions),” in 
Getting Started With Your AT&T Personal Computer 6300 PLUS). 
Once MS-DOS is loaded, you would use your application program 
as instructed in the application program’s documentation. 
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The Simul-Task OS Merge feature is a unique feature of the UNIX 
Operating System that’s available for the AT&T PC 6300 PLUS. 
Simul-Task allows you to simultaneously use the UNIX System 
and MS-DOS on your PC 6300 PLUS. Using application programs 
through Simul-Task will let you run your MS-DOS application 
programs directly from the Programs menu, a UNIX System 
prompt, or an MS-DOS prompt. Some application programs may 
actually be easier to install and use under Simul-Task than under 
standard MS-DOS. This Simul-Task Software Guide for MS-DOS 
Applications will help you install and use certain MS-DOS 
application programs through the UNIX System and Simul-Task. 


Along with this guide, you'll find a floppy disk that contains 
special programs called “installation scripts.” These installation 
scripts were written to reduce the effort needed to install some of 
the more popular application programs. Also included on this 
floppy disk is a utility that will let you remove an application 
program by selecting the program name from the Remove 
Installed Software menu. 


Note: When removing an application program, all of the 
programs and files in the application program’s directory 
will be deleted. It is, therefore, recommended that you 
search through the program directory for files (worksheets, 
documents, etc.) that you want to save before removing the 
application program. 
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How to Use This Guide 


Before installing and using an MS-DOS application program under 
Simul-Task, refer to this guide for specific information to help you 
get started. The information in this guide is organized as follows: 


Chapter 1, “Introduction,” discusses the purpose of this 
guide and how it should be used. In addition, Chapter 1 
contains instructions for installing the Simul-Task 
Automatic Installation Utility diskette. 


Chapter 2, “Installing and Removing MS-DOS Applications,’ 
contains instructions for installing and removing MS-DOS 
application programs. 


Appendix A, “Application Notes,” lists application programs 
that have been installed and tested on the PC 6300 PLUS. 
Any special information needed to install and/or use an 
application program can be found in Appendix A. 


Note: It is very important that you reference Appendix A, 
“Application Notes,” before installing or using an MS-DOS 
application program on your PC 6300 PLUS. These notes 
were compiled to help you get your application program 
installed and in use quickly. 


Appendix B, “Creating a Driver Boot Disk,” will lead you 
through the creation of a Driver Boot Disk. This disk is 
required for a few MS-DOS application programs. 


Appendix C, “Installing Mouse Drivers,” contains general 
information on installing drivers. The AUTOEXEC.BAT and 
CONFIG.SYS files are included as part of this discussion. 


Introduction 


Helpful Hints

This section contains information that you'll find helpful when 
using this guide and when using application programs through 
Simul-Task. 


MS-DOS and UNIX System Pathnames 


Throughout this guide, you will be using both MS-DOS and UNIX 
System commands. When entering pathnames with these 
commands, remember to use backslashes (\) in MS-DOS 
pathnames and slashes (/) in UNIX System pathnames. For 
example: 


MS-DOS Pathname: \osm\lbin 
UNIX System Pathname: /osm/lbin. 


MS-DOS and Programs Entries in Office Menu 


The Office menu illustrations in this guide include the mS-DUS 
and Programs selections. MS-DOS will be present only after 
you've installed MS-DOS and Simul-Task. Programs will be 
present only after you've installed at least one UNIX System or 
MS-DOS application program. 


Using Cursor Control Keys 


The Num Lock key must be off when using the cursor control keys 
to move the cursor from one menu item to another. 
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Allocating Additional Memory for Application 
Programs 


When using an application program through Simul-Task 
(especially a spreadsheet), you may need to increase the amount of 
memory allocated for the program. There are two ways of doing 
this depending on how you start your program.

Tf you run an application program from the Programs menu 
and you need additional memory, you can increase the memory 
size by selecting Program Administration from the Software 
Setup menu and changing the memory requirements for that 
particular application. The Software Setup menu appears in 
the Administration menu. 


If you run an application program from the MS-DOS prompt 
and you need additional memory, do not start MS-DOS from 
the Office as this will only allocate 256 KB of memory to 
MS-DOS. Instead, select UNIX System from the Office 
menu and start MS-DOS from the UNIX System prompt. 


There are two ways to request additional memory when 
starting MS-DOS from the UNIX System prompt. You can 
enter dos +m1&, and MS-DOS will be allocated a “larger” 
than normal amount of memory. Or, you can enter a specific 
amount of memory. For example, entering dos +m512& will 
allocate 512 KB of memory to MS-DOS. Refer to the 

UNIX System V, Release 2.0 Operations Guide—AT&T 
Personal Computer 6300 PLUS for a complete explanation of 
the dos command options. 
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Using the AT&T Mouse 6300 With Applications 


When using the Mouse 6300 with the PC 6300 PLUS, use the 
dosscreen command to change the key (scan code) that switches 
operating systems from the UNIX System to MS-DOS and vice 
versa. Under normal conditions, the key is used to switch 
from one operating system to another. But, the Mouse 6300 uses 
the same scan code as the [ Wi. ] key. Therefore, the operating 
systems will switch each time you attempt to use your mouse. 
Refer to the UNIX System V, Release 2.0 Operations Guide—AT&T 
Personal Computer 6300 PLUS for a complete explanation of the 
dosscreen command.

These installation scripts must be installed on the PC 6300 PLUS 
before you can begin using the information in this guide. The 
procedure used to install these scripts is as follows:

The screen displays a message prompting you when it’s safe 
to remove the floppy disk. However, you should wait until 
the red in-use light on the floppy disk drive is off before 
removing the floppy disk.

The 
screen displays the following message: 


The installation of the Simul-Task Automatic 
Installation package is now complete. 


Please press Return to continue. 


Q Press (Return). 
The Software Setup menu reappears. 
10 Press CANCEL (F1) repeatedly to return to the Office menu. 


(The F1 function key corresponds to the screen-labeled key 
CANCEL.) 


You're now ready to go to Chapter 2, “Installing and Removing 
MS-DOS Application Programs.” 
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Installing an application program to run under Simul-Task is 
similar to installing the program under standard MS-DOS. And 
for some application programs (the more popular ones), the 
installation is much easier because an installation script performs 
most of the installation for you. 


The initial steps for installing an MS-DOS application program are 
the same for either type of installation. In both cases, you work 
your way through certain menus until you display the Install 
MS-DOS Software from Floppy Disk menu. This menu 
lists many of the popular MS-DOS application programs as well as 
AT&T MS-DOS 3.1 Operating Systemand Other 


Program, 


Each application program listed in this menu has an installation 
script to assist in the program’s installation. If the program you 
wish to install appears in the menu, you simply move the cursor to 
the program name and press (Return). The remainder of the 
installation is performed by the installation script, and you simply 
follow instructions as they appear on the screen. 


If the name of the program you're installing doesn’t appear in the 
menu, then you must select Other Program and follow the 
generic installation steps. Since this type of installation requires 
you to answer some questions about the program, you will be 
guided through the installation by messages on the screen and 
instructions in this text. This type of installation is similar to 
installing the program under standard MS-DOS. 


REMEMBER: You should always reference Appendix A, 
“Application Notes,” before attempting to install an application 
program. 
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Installing MS-DOS Application Programs 
ee 


Before you can install any MS-DOS application program, the 
MS-DOS Operating System and Simul-Task must be installed. If 
you have not yet installed MS-DOS and Simul-Task, refer to the 
procedure “Installing MS-DOS and Simul-Task OS Merge” in 
Chapter 5 of Getting Started With Your AT&T Personal Computer 
6300 PLUS. 


The initial steps of the installation procedure take you to the 
Install MS-DOS Software from Floppy Disk menu. The 
remaining steps that you will use depends on whether or not the 
application program you're installing appears in the menu. If the 
program name appears in the menu, you will be guided through 
the installation by the installation script. Therefore, you will not 
use the remaining steps in this text (however, you should still use 
Appendix A). The remaining steps will only be used if the name of 
the application program does not appear in the menu and you 
select Other Program. 


1 Log in to the UNIX System using the install login ID.

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5 Check the menu to see if the application program you wish 
to install is listed. All of the program names in the menu 
will not be visible. To see the remaining program names, 
scroll through the list using the and (mo. ) keys 
located on the numeric keypad. 


If the program name appears in the list, use the cursor 
control keys ({ or }) to move the cursor to the program 
name and press (Return). The installation will now be 
performed by the program’s installation script. Follow the 
instructions as they appear on the screen. If you have not 
yet referenced Appendix A, you should do so before 
continuing. 


If the program name does not appear in the list, use the 

cursor control keys (} or |) to move the cursor to Other 
Program, press (Return), and continue with Step 6. From 
this point on, the information in Appendix A will be very 
helpful.

Q Install the application program according to the instructions 
given in the application program’s documentation and the 
notes in Appendix A of this guide. When installing the 
application program, keep in mind the following important 
items: 


@ Regardless of the instructions given in the application 
program’s documentation, DO NOT turn off the 
computer, DO NOT press the RESET button, and DO 
NOT press Instead, you should type 
quit from the C~ prompt and continue with Step 10.

@ If you need to make changes to the autoexec.bat file 
or config.sys file, these files are located in the root 
(\) directory. Always use EDLIN or an MS-DOS word 
processor to edit these files. If you use a UNIX 
System editor to edit either of these MS-DOS files, 
you must execute UNI X-to-DOS from the Commands 
menu so that MS-DOS will be able to read and 
interpret the file’s contents. 


@ When referring to device drivers in the config.sys 
file, use their full pathnames if they’re not in the root 
(\) directory. 


10 Type quit and press after you've finished the 
installation as instructed in the application program’s 
documentation. You'll see the following message: 


You will now be asked some questions about using this 
program. If installation was not successful, you may 
stop now by pressing CANCEL.

12 Complete each blank field in the form moving from one field 
to another using and (feb). (The information in 
Appendix A will be helpful in completing this form.) Where 
responses are shown, you don’t have to change them if 
they’re correct. If necessary, you can return to this form 
later and change a field using Program Administration. 


Pay attention to the Message line at the bottom of the 
screen for instructions on completing the current field. The 
following is a quick overview of what each entry means: 


@ Program name: The name of the program that you 
want to appear in the Programs menu. This can be 
any name you want. 


@ Command you type: The command name you would 
ordinarily type to run the program from the 
C> prompt. MS-DOS executable files have an EXE, 
COM, or BAT suffix. You are not required to 
include the suffix in this field. (Refer to the 
application program’s documentation.) 
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@ Can you enter a file: You can determine this by 
reading the application program’s documentation. 
Some MS-DOS programs allow (or require) you to 
enter the name of a file with the program. For 
example, to run Multiplan using a file called filename, 
you type: 


mp filename 


Therefore, you would answer YES to this question. 


However, to run Lotus 123, you start the program by 
typing only lotus and then specify the filename from 
within Lotus. You would, therefore, answer NO to this 
question. Your answer to this question is based on the 
kind of program you're installing. 


@ Full pathname of directory: This is the directory 
where the application program is stored. By default, 
this directory name is taken from the first six 
characters of the Program name (first) field. It is 
suggested that you use the default selection. If the 
application program has an install program that 
copies the application program elsewhere, this field 
might initially be blank. You should complete the 
field to reflect the directory specified by the install 
program (see the application program’s 
documentation). 


@ Should program be in Programs menu: If YES is 
entered here, then the program name will appear in 
the Programs menu. Regardless of whether you enter 
YES or NO, you'll be able to run the program from 
the C> prompt after starting MS-DOS. 
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@ Memory requirements: Read the application 
program’s documentation to find the memory 
requirements for the program. Use a figure between 
64 KB and 640 KB, but not above 480 KB unless you 
have more than 1-MB memory in your computer. If 
you’re not sure how much memory the application 
program needs, use the default of 256-KB memory. 


@ Use UNIX printer queue: In general, enter YES; the 
print jobs from this particular application program 
will automatically be queued using the UNIX print 
spooler. Enter NO if the program requires direct 
access to the printer. If you will be running an 
application program from the MS-DOS prompt, you 
can switch control of the printer from one operating 
system to another using the commands printer dos 
and printer unix. Refer to the UNIX System V, 
Release 2.0 Operations Guide—AT&T Personal 
Computer 6300 PLUS for a complete explanation of 
these commands. 


@ Allow “Break” to interrupt: Entering NO is the 
equivalent of the MS-DOS command BREAK OFF, 
which is the normal situation. 


13 Press SAVE (F6) when all fields have been completed. 


You'll now be asked if any hardware was added to the 
computer. 


14 Indicate if any hardware was added by pressing SELECT 
(F7) for a YES or NO response.

Press SAVE (F6). 


If CONFIG.SYS was modified or hardware was added, you'll 
see messages indicating that your MS-DOS configuration 
will be updated. Throughout the MS-DOS configuration 
update, instructions and messages will be displayed on your 
screen. Follow these instructions carefully. In most cases, 
you will need your Simul-Task OS Merge diskette. For more 
information on this part of the procedure, refer to 
“Changing Hardware or MS-DOS Drivers” in Chapter 4 of 
the UNIX System V, Release 2.0 Operations Guide—AT&T 
Personal Computer 6300 PLUS. 


When the installation (and the MS-DOS configuration 
update) is complete, you'll either see a message telling you 
that the installation is complete ora Please login 
prompt. 


If you wish to later change any field in the program form, refer to 
the discussion of “Program Administration” in Chapter 5 of the 
UNIX System V, Release 2.0 Operations Guide—AT&T Personal 
Computer 6300 PLUS. 
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Removing MS-DOS Application Programs 


As you begin accumulating application programs on your hard 
disk, you might find that your computer is running low on free 
disk space. To efficiently use your computer’s disk space, you 
might consider removing those application programs that you do 
not use regularly. After removing an application program from 
the hard disk, you can still use the program from the floppy disk. 


When an application program is removed from the hard disk, all of 
the files in the program’s directory are deleted as is the directory 
itself. Therefore, you should carefully search through the 
directory for any files that you want to save (such as documents or 
worksheets). If there are files to be saved, simply copy these files 
to a floppy disk and store this disk with your application 
program’s floppy disk(s). 


The following procedure removes all files from the program’s 
directory and removes the program name from certain menus: 


Log in to the UNIX System using the install login ID. 


After various UNIX System messages have been displayed, 
the Office appears on your screen.

Application Notes

The purpose of this appendix is to help you install and begin using 
your MS-DOS application programs through Simul-Task OS Merge. 
Simul-Task allows you to use MS-DOS programs and UNIX System 
programs at the same time. 


The application notes are listed alphabetically according to the 
application program’s name. Under each heading, you'll find 
information to help you install your application program to run 
under Simul-Task. For some application programs, the installation 
will be very similar to installing the program under normal 
MS-DOS.

Installing Mouse Drivers 


In standard MS-DOS, mouse drivers (or any type of drivers) 
are installed automatically when the computer is turned on. 
This is accomplished by loading the driver from either the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT or CONFIG.SYS files. Both of these files are 
loaded automatically each time the operating system is loaded. 
The same principle is used in Simul-Task except it is applied 
differently. 


With Simul-Task, MS-DOS can be used concurrently with the 
UNIX System, and you can store MS-DOS and UNIX System files 
together in the UNIX file system. The AUTOEXEC.BAT and 
CONFIG.SYS files are both stored in the root directory. Each 
time you start MS-DOS, whether it be from the Office menu or 
from a UNIX System prompt, these files are used just as in 
standard MS-DOS. So, if you start your application program from 
the MS-DOS prompt, you must make sure your drivers are loaded 
from the AUTOEXEC.BAT file or the CONFIG.SYS file in the root 
directory. 


But, if you start an application program from the Programs menu, 
the AUTOEXEC.BAT file in the root directory will not be 
executed. For this reason, you can have an AUTOEXEC.BAT file 
for each application program that you’ve installed. Each of these 
AUTOEXEC.BAT files will be stored in the application program’s 
directory along with the programs and files. 
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To ensure that a driver will be loaded under any condition, you 
should load the driver from both the AUTOEXEC.BAT file in root 
and the AUTOEXEC.BAT file in the desired application program’s 
directory. 


Since most of the drivers are installed on the hard disk as part of 
the application program’s installation, they are not normally 
stored in the root directory. Instead, they are stored in the 
application program’s directory. Therefore, when you load the 
driver from an AUTOEXEC.BAT file, make sure you specify the 
full pathname of the driver. 


Remember that you should use EDLIN or an MS-DOS word 
processor to make changes to an AUTOEXEC.BAT file or the 
CONFIG.SYS file. If you use a UNIX System editor, you must 
execute “UNIX-to-DOS” on the file so that it can be interpreted by 
MS-DOS. This command is listed in the Commands menu. 
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Loading Drivers From the Programs Menu 


This section discusses only setting up an application program’s 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file so that it will be executed when the program 
is started from the Programs menu. 


The mouse driver and other mouse software is normally installed 
separately from the application program with which you'll be 
using the mouse. This might mean that when you install an 
application program, the mouse driver has already been installed 
on the hard disk. On the other hand, you could be installing the 
mouse driver and software after the application program has been 
installed. 


There are two basic ways to set up a mouse driver so that it’s 
loaded when a program is started from the Programs menu. 


1. If you install an application program by selecting Other 
Program from the Install MS-DOS Software menu, you 
perform the installation from the special C” prompt. After 
copying the application program from floppy disk over to the 
hard disk, you can set up the AUTOEXEC.BAT file to load the 
mouse driver before typing quit. If an AUTOEXEC.BAT file 
doesn’t exist in the application program's directory, you must 
create one. Remember to use EDLIN or an MS-DOS word 
processor to change or create AUTOEXEC.BAT and specify 
the full pathname of the mouse driver. If desired, you can also 
set up the AUTOEXEC.BAT file in the root directory. 


When you type quit, MS-DOS will recognize the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file in the program’s directory and execute 
the file automatically when you start the program from the 
Programs menu. 
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2. If you do not set up the mouse driver during the initial 
installation of the application program (from the special C 
prompt and before typing quit), you must set up the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file after the installation is complete. 


After you've installed the application program, go to the 
application program’s directory and set up or create an 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file to load the mouse driver. Remember to 
use EDLIN or an MS-DOS word processor to change or create 
AUTOEXEC.BAT and specify the full pathname of the mouse 
driver. 


After setting up the AUTOEXEC.BAT file, you must tell 
MS-DOS that you want to execute this AUTOEXEC.BAT file 
when you start the application program from the Programs 
menu. You can do this using the dosopts +p command. 


For example, let’s say you want to use the AT&T Mouse 6300 
with Paint Power, and Paint Power is stored in the directory 
/paintpwr. You would set up an AUTOEXEC.BAT file in 
/paintpwr to load the mouse driver by inserting the line 
\drawwr\mouse in AUTOEXEC.BAT. You would then 
enter the command line 

dosopts +p/paintpwr/autoexec.bat /paintpwr/paintpwr. 
The last argument in the command line tells MS-DOS that the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file is to be executed each time paintpwr is 
invoked. 


Refer to the UNIX System V, Release 2.0 Operations Guide— 
AT&T Personal Computer 6300 PLUS for a complete 
explanation of the dosopts command.
